NEW LEADER: 
Historic Task 


Dying even as American military 
leaders saw an early end to the Eu- 
ropean war, with the intricate prob- 
lems of peace lying ahead, Presi- 
dent Franklin Delano Roosevelt left 
to successor Harry §, Truman one 
of the most momentous jobs ever 
confronting a statesman, 


Oddly enough, Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self entered the office 13 years he- 
fore under highly 
wommes critical circum- 
stances, with the 
nation’s business 
and agriculture in 
stagnation .and_ its 
finances on the 
verge of collapse. 
Still comparatively 
new to the Ameri- 
can people, Mr. 
Roosevelt won their 
immediate confi- 
dence during the 
first 100 days of his administration 
with measures designed to reestab- 
lish the tottering economy of the 
country. 


Then, Mr, Roosevelt made per- 
haps his most famous statement of 
all: “The only thing we have to 
fear is fear.” 


World Probienis 

Greatest immediate task facing 
President Truman is the San Fran- 
cisco peace conference, scheduled to 
go on despite the death of Mr. 
Roosevelt, who worked for ils suc- 
cessful culmination to achieve his 
dream of an international coopera- 
tive organization to prevent future 
disastrous ‘wars. 

Though the groundwork for the 
San Francisco parley had been laid 
at the Dumbarton Oaks conferences, 
at Washington, D. C., new problems 
had arisen since to command the 
full résources of American states- 
manship.

FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT 
JANUARY 30, 1882—APRIL 12, 1945, 


S THE guns of America’s fighting forces sounded ever 

closer the doom of Nazi Germany and Imperial Japan, 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt died in Warm Springs, Georgia, 
where he had been resting for 10 days. 

Death resulted from a cerebral hemorrhage at 4:35 p, m. 
on April 12. Mr. Roosevelt was 63." He had been President 
for 12 years, one month and nine days. The White House was 
announced as the site of the funeral, with interment at the 
family estate at Hyde Park, N. Y¥. 

—Less-than four months. had elapsed-sinee he had-taken his 
historic oath of office for a fourth term. Only a few weeks 
before he had returned from the Yalta conference where in 
company with Marshal Stalin of Russia and Prime Minister 
Churchill of Great Britain he had labored to build an endur- 
ing peace. 

Fate denied Franklin Roosevelt the chance to enjoy the 


fruits of victory over the Axis. Yet history seemed destined | 


to enshrine him as one of the immortal American Presidents: 
And every citizen who mourned the untimely passing of the 
Commander-in-Chief felt that he was a casualty of the war 
just as surely as every G. I., Marine and Sailor who had 
fallen in battle, 


Never before had an American 
President died in wartime. Abra- 
ham Lincoln fell under Assassin 
Booth’s bullet just five days after 
the surrender of General Lee’s army 
at Appomattox in 1865. SeCOwy 
Wilson lived to see victory over 
Germany in World War I, but ee 
fought a losing battle for the! 
League of Nations and died early 
iri 1924, a defeated leader. Many 
historians believe Lincoln's great- 
ness might have been dimmed in 
the conflicts over reconstruction 
that followed tig War Between the 
States, just as Wilsor’s prestige | 
was lost in the conflict over the . 
league that followed World War I. 
Thus Franklin Roosevelt, dying at 
the height of his caréer just as vic- 
tory was to be achieved over Ger- 
many, seemed likely to live in his- | 
tory as a great man, 

As the Américar people from 
Main Street-to Riverside Drive 
moiirned the death of Franklin 
Roosevelt; thei prayers went up 
for his sticcéssor, Harry $. Truman. 
For on the shoulders of this slight, 
gray, 60-year-old Missotrrian had 
beer laid a responsibility such as - 
fio Affiérigan President had ever’ 
borne.

Unlike the “log-cabin"’ presidents, 
Franklin Delano. Roosevelt was not 
born into poyerly. When Franklin 
arrived at Hyde Park, N., Y., om 
January 30, 1882, he came into a 
family that had possessed wealth 
for many generations. The Roose- 
velts had been thrifty land-owners: 
in the Hudson valley since the first 
of the family came over from Hol- 
Iand. On his mother’s. side also: 
there was a substantial fortune. 
Among his ancestors were many: 
men who had served the state in 
various capacities. 


Young Franklin attended the very 
fashionable Groton schocl,. where: 
he prepared for Haryard university. 
After completing the liberal arts: 
course he entered Columbia U. law 
school, from which he was gradu- 
ated in 1907, Two years earlier, 
however, he married his distant. 
cousin, Anna Eleanor Roosevelt. 
Eleanor was a niece of Theodore: 
Roosevelt, at that time in the White: 
House. 


After two years of legal prac- 
tice, Franklin entered politics, 
running on the Democratic 
ticket for the New York state 
senate. He tinexpectedly defeat- 
ed a strong Repubiican candi- 
date. From the heginning of his 
cearcer he identified himself with 
reform movements, opposing 
the powerful Tammany organi- 
zation in the statechouse. He was 
re-elected in 1912, by which 
time he had become a leader of 
the anti-Tammany faction. 


Woodrow Wilson appointed Roose- 


velt assistant secretary of the 
navy. When World War I broke. out. 
Roosevelt proved himself an effi- 
cient administrator, handling bil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of contracts. 
for ships and supplies. He served in 
this post throughout the war, 

Ran for Vice President. 

In. 1920 the Democratic national 
conyention chose him as running: 
mate for James Cox. While cam- 
paigning for the vice presidency 
Roosevelt made many acquaint- 
ances valuable in Jater political. 
life. Cox being. defeated, F.D.R. 
returned to legal practice. 

The colawine a the great 
tragedy of his Ife struck lim— 
infantile feel s. The big, 
strong young man became a 
bedridden invalid.. For months 
he lay without ambition, almost 
without hope. Slowly his pow- 
erful will. took command, how- 
ever, and by persistence he 
partially regained the use of 
his muscles. It was during his 
convalescence at Warm Springs, 
Ga., that he determined to do 
what he could-to cradicate the 
scourge that had almost ruined 
him. The “March of Dimes’’ 
campaign was the result. 


At the Democratic conventions of 
1924 and 1928, he aligned himself’ 
with ‘the group supporting Alfred: 
E. Smith, New York's governor. 
When Smith was nominated in 1928, 
Roosevelt ran for governor of his 
state and was elected. At the end: 
of his two-year term he was. again. 
elected, this time by the greatest 
majority ever given to a New York. 
governor, 

As governor he continued the re- 
form and improvement policies of 
his predecessor Smith. His achieve-~ 
ments attracted nationwide atten- 
tion. As the depression that began: 
late iti 1929 deepened, his efforts 
to control the mointing btsiness 
failures, twnemployment and dis- 
tress in his state revealed his abili-+ 
ties as a vigorous leader in grave 
times,

Life on Ship Found 
Rather Dull En Route

And we 
don’t either. It just can’t be true.

The regiment. of marines that | 
am with landed this morning on the 
beaches of Okinawa and were abso 
lutely unopposed, which is indeed ay 
odd experience for a marine. 

Nobody among us had dreamed ol. 
such a thing, We all thought there 
would be slaughter on the beaches. 
There was some opposition to the 
right and to the left of us, but on 
our beach; nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing. 

We don’t expect this to continue, 
of course. A marine doesn’t fool 
himself like that. Certainly there 
will be hard fighting ahead and we 
all have our fingers crossed.. But 
to get the firm foothold we have, 
with most of our men ashore and 
our supplies rolling in, is a gift for 
which ‘we are grateful.

This. is Easter Sunday morning.

marines, after spending months in 
the tropics, remarked a while ago, .
